DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' arguments, filed 12/18/03, have been fully considered but they are 
not deemed to be persuasive. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous 
office actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are 
either reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the complete set presently being 
applied to the instant application. 

PRIOR ART 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
considerthe applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or(g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 65 and 66 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fields et al. (P/N 5,283,173); taken in view of Augenlicht et al. (P/N 4.981,783). 

This rejection is reiterated and maintained from the previous office action, mailed 
9/15/03. Applicants argue that Augenlicht et al. lacks motivation to utilize the therein 
described digital imaging etc. for interacting molecules. In response this argument fails 
to negate, or even discuss, the generic motivation in Augenlicht et al. that was pointed 
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to in tine previous office action directed to imaging practice for a variety of Biotechnology 

studies such as screening colonies etc. This generic motivation still is deemed to apply 

to this rejection and thus supports this rejection.
